E-D-U-C-A-T-I-O-NI 

No matter how it's viewed or spelled, in early 
1991 the Indiana Legislature voted to change ed¬ 
ucation at Lowell and statewide by decreasing 
moneys to the schools. Caused by the recession, 
the decreased funding forced teacher lay-offs and 
the cutting of many Tri-Creek School programs. 

Feeling the need to act, LHS students took 
events into their own forms of protest. In early 
May, several students organized a protest march 
that started at the high school, rolled downtown 
to the middle school, and ended at the Adminis¬ 
tration Building. Even though school administrators 
sympathized with the over-200 participants, Prin¬ 
cipal Roger Luekens indicated that those involved 


in the protest would face disciplinary problems 
unless parents gave permission to march. 

The student involvement didn't end with the 
march. Superintendent Yeoman took some student 
leaders to Indianapolis to face the legislature. Stu¬ 
dents addressed the school board to plead for 
extra-curricular activities, and many students 
wrote letters to legislators for increased spending. 

As the 1991-92 school year approached, Tri- 
Creek students faced the loss of many good pro¬ 
grams, teachers, and extra-curricular clubs and 
athletics. Certainly the short-sightedness of the 
legislature will change the shape of education at 
LHS.
